INTRODUCTION * 

In the fall of I968, 999 new freshmen admitted to Uif-Stevens Point did not 
matriculate, or 30,2J? of those admitted, A folloH-up of these potential students 
was made to determine the reasons for their failing to appear. The findings of 
this study were published in two documents: "Why Th^ Don't Show in September" 
and "Some Further Reflections on No-Show," These documents are available in 
the Office of Institutional Research, The study has affected admissions and 
other policies concerning students , 

In the fall of I972f I857 ne,iiufi:eshmeh enrolled at Ulf-SP, excluding foreign 
stud ants I whereas registration cards"-were found for 31 56 appli who pre^ 

sumably were admitted. The number enrolled in the fall of 1972 were scarcely 
59% of the number admitted. We are concerned here 'with, why m% of the admitted 
new freshmen did not enroll - a proportion far greater than in any previous year. 

The purposes of this study then are to reexamine our admissions policies 
and procedures toward improving them, and to gain some insights that will help 
determine in the future how to more accurately forecast how many applicants will 
matriculate, ♦ 

A questionnaire somewhat similar to one used in the I968 study was^sent to 
1255 new freshmen admitted for the fall of 1972 who did not appear,' From this 
number, 76k responses were received, or 60.9%. This compares closely with a 
62fo response for the I968 study. The questionnaire responses have been analyzed 
in various ways, but in addition, the characteristics of the applicants as 
shown on admissions cards also are analyzed for further insight into the nature 
of applicants. Since retention as well as matriculation of new freshmen is 
also a major concern, some input has been obtained concerning why students 
withdraw from school during the first month. 



Much of the inlormation received for this study was passed on immediately 
to university officials who needed it for determining recruitment policy. The 
full summary is published here, 

Geog^raphic Origins 

the geographic origins of freshmen and applicants are of interest because 
they provide one possible explanation to the fluctuations in numbers of students 
as related to shifts in geographic origins.. We may obseirve in Table 1 (which 
follows) that between 1971 and 1972 that the number of new freshmen increased 
in some counties, while in many the drop was very sharp in 1972, This drop 
appears to be regional, and concentrated on the eastern seaboard and. Southern 
and Southeastern Wisconsin, especially in urban areas. Following are the 
per cents of the 1971 freshman enrollments as compared to 1972 enrollments, with 
the former year as divisor, by selected counties: Brown 8^^^,. Dane 69^, Dodge 48^, 
Door 39%f Jefferson 73%$ Kenosha 77%'$ Manitowoc 69^, Milwaukee 86^, Racine 
Rock 56^1 Sheboygan 82^, Walworth 52^f WaukeshaT^, These are Eastern and 
Southern counties that have furnished substantial numbers of ^students t;b'^UW~SP, 
The same per cents for counties bordering Portage bounty arei Adams 82^, 
Waushara 89%, Wood 75%$ and Waupaca 80%. All things considered, the drop in 
number of new freshmen between 1971 and 1972 is much greater in urban seaboard 
and Southern counties. Distance from Stevens Point appeared to be a factor in 
the drop in number of students.

The origins of students by high school of graduation are shown in Table 2, 
along with the number of students admitted. Part A shows those from Wisconsin 
high schools, and Part B shows those from, outside the state. The numbers ad- 
mitted by high school of graduation are tallied from admission cards , while those 
enrolled are determined by a printout for Semester 1, 1972-73, While these 
figures are subject to some error, it is possible to generalize on the proportion 
of admitted students who enrolled for various localities in the state. From 
Appleton, 88 students were admitted, but only 39 were later enrolled. In con- 
trast, 20 of the 27 Manitowoc students admitted are actually enrolled. 

When comparing numbers of those admitted and enrolled as shown in Table 2, 
it should be kept in ihind that two different kinds of records are being compared. 
The printout of freshmen enrolled would omit students who dropped out of school 
in the first few weeks for one reason or another. Admission cards do not always 
identify accurately the name of the high school from which the student graduated. 
Still, some useful comparisons between the two lists can be made. ■ 

the out-of-state freshmen admitted are enumerated by state and city in 
Part. B of Table 2. Illinois students predominate the list, since they make up 
157 of the 267 students admitted froih other'states. Ohio and New York students 
ranked next in number. In all, 28 states and D.C. contributed to the 1972 new 
freshman admissions list of UW-SP, Of the 267 admitted students, 1^+9 or 55.8^ 
were later enrolled. This proportion is lower than that of adMtted Wisconsin 
residents who enrolled. 

Nine foreign countries contributed 28 foreign students to the admission list, 
16 of them from Hong Kong. ,

Table 5 distributes enrolled and non-enrolled students "by choice of the 
institution. About ore-third of the respondents whose first choice. was Stevens 
Point had not enrolled, compared to 5,7% of the students who called Stevens 
Point "one of several I considered somewhat satisfactory," Essentially, what 
happened is that more of the applicants for whom Stevens Point was f iist choice 
decided to postpone enrollment. The differences in proportions of enrolled 
students by choice of institution are highly significant. All "unknown" 
categories were deleted in the computation of the chi-squared value.

A sizeable proportion of the responses vere made foT the students by a parent 
(27%), Table 9 verifies the proportion of students vho are enrolled. someKhere 
is significantly greater for those forms completed by parents than of those 
completed the students tfiegselves. Parents evidesitly tended to complete 
the forji when their sons or daughters were enrolled some distance from home. 
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Respondents were asked to indicate where, if at all, they had enrolled. 
As shown in Table 10, 35? of the 607 responding students, or 58^; had en- 
rolled at another UW campus, while another 10,2^ had enrolled at a Utf 
extension center. Another 9.6^ had enrolled in other Wisconsin colleges 
and universities, and 6,6^ enrolled in Wisconsin technical institutes. 
Finally, 95 had enrolled in institutions outside Wisconsin, Thus 15.7% 
of those who were admitted at UW-SP but enrolled elsewhere had entered an 
institution outside Wisconsin, For comparison we may note the 8,0% of 
UW-SP new freshmen for the fall of 1972 were out-of-state students.

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The above table summarizes responses of Ikl no-show applicants who did 
not enroll in any higher education institution. In the order of frequency, 
the responses most often checked were: I chose to work rather than attend 
school, personal matters dictated that I go to work, parents were unable to 
assist me financially, and school I desired to attend was unable to assist 
me financially. These responses all appear to relate to financial need. 
Military service, marriage, and health problems were the other choices, 
though mentioned less frequently. Miscellaneous "other" responses are sum- 
marized on pages 4? and k8. 
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Reasons For Enrolling Elsewhere 

The various reasons for enrolling elsewhere than at Stevens Point have 
been previously tabulated. The comments accompanying the responses are in- 
serted at this point. Comments on financial aids are found in the "additional 
comments" section. There were only a few comments concerning the printed 
materials, and these also are lisxed under "additional comments," Since 79 
respondents checked "I^y campus visit caused me to change my plans," the 
accompanying comments are important. The reasons for change included change of 
plans, location, size of school, appearance of the campus (a huge building 
program in progress), convenience, and such factors as class size and offerings, 
A veiy few had to do with contacts on this campus, Somb comments were prompted 
by misinformation, e,g, i "Art is just starting at Stevens Point," Comments 
such as "Campus was one sea of mud" refer to the building program in progress. 
The comments follow, together with a listing of areas of study desired 
(responding to choice D, "I selected an area of study not available in Stevens 
Point,") 

The "area of choice" (study) list includes the variable of ch. ,ce of Stevens 
Point as the desired institution for matriculation. Thus, while we see that 13 
applicants gave choice of an area of study not available at Stevens Point as 
a reason for not enrolling, only two had named Stevens Point as first choice, 
A few of the desired areas of study named in this list actually are available 
at Stevens Point (e,g, t political science, business administration, and home

Among 
respondents, females slightly outnumbered males. 
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Final Comments 



At the end of the questionnaire, space was provided for "additional comments, 
if any." The comments which follow show' great variety, but there are some 
observable patterns. An informal tally was made of the reasons for not en- 
rolling. Here are some of those types of responses that appeared seveml 
times: better offerings elsewhere, 22; need of financial aid or work, 17, went 
to school closer .to home (to save money), 16, may attend later, U, expect to 
enroll later. lO, plan to finish at Stevens Point, 7, changed plans, 6, communica- 
tions etc. with Stevens Point good, 6, liked other campus better, 6, illness, 6, 
lacked information about Stevens Point, 5» decided to work, /f, undecided, /f, 
knew students elsewhere, /f, unfavorable visit, /f, enlisted, 3. 

While some of the comments tended to be negative, many were positive 
about Stevens Point. Of most concern are a few which tended to reflect 
misinformation about Stevens Point offerings. This was especially noticeable 
if the applicant had visited another campus.

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Early Dropouts 

In order to get a clearer picture of the enrollment drop, the investigator 
sent a letter to each of about 90 students, presumably new freshmen, who had 
withdrawn from school before the end of September, I972. Five of the replies 
came from advanced students who were not new freshmen. The other responses , 
about 25 in all, varied greatly in nature and length, ranging from "I found 
a job" to a two page, single spaced letter. These letters have particular 
value to university officials seeking to improve institutional policies, and 
they have been referred to such officials. Five responses came from students 
who found themselves , for various reasons , in the wrong field of study. 
Three had entered the Armed Services. Two became lonesome and one of these 
transferred to another school. Three expressed doubt of any real purpose 
in their attending college, and two said they just tired of school. Two 
decided to transfer to vocational type schools. Other single reasons given 
include: "you are too conservative" (l want to live in a comnmne), husband 
moved, medical reasons, credits wouldn't transfer, college work net relevant, 
and too exhausting to commute 50 miles. 

In summary, the dropouts occurred for a number of reasons, most of them 
good ones. In a number of cases the entering students had not thought through 
the matter of college entrance carefully enough. The commer. 5 contained in 
these letters 'fill help us improve admissions policies and procedures. 
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SUMMARY 



A second "no show" study, covering the freshman applicants for September, 
1972, was conducted similar to the rtudy that had been made four years pre- 
viously. In the 1968 study, 999 applicants or 30.2^ failed to enroll, 
compared to kl% of the 1972 applicants who were admitteCThis time ques- 
tionnaires were sent to 1255 admitted freshmen "no shows" and forms were returned 
for about 61% of them. 

Analysis of the county by county enrollment percentages indicates that a 
nmber of populous counties in the Eastern and Southeastern parts of the state 
sent for fewer high school graduates to Stevens Point than a year earlier. 
Among Wisconsin residents, only Q0% as many freshmen enrolled at UW-SP as a 
year earlier. Only 15? of the 26? out-of-state admitted freshmen, or 55.6^ 
were later enrolled. 

Though the ratios of freshmen enrolled to freshmen admitted varied greatly 
from county to county they varied even more from high school to high school. 
A good example is seen at Milwaukee, where 20 of 23 freshmen admitted from 
Nicolet high school were enrolled, whereas 40^ or few of those admitted were 
enrolled from such high schools as Custer, Lutheran, Madison, Marshall, and 
Pius IX, The percentage enrolled tended to l-e much higher for high schools 
in the vicinity of Stevens Point. 

A surprising pattern appears when the enrollment patterns for out-of -states 
applicants are examined. Illinois students make up most of these applicants, 
and 98 of the I57 Illinois applicants were enrolled, or 6ZMf compared to 
only 51 of 100 applicants from other states. There were 28 new freshmen from 
foreign countries, more than half from Hong Kong, 
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About 81^ of the respondents to the no-show questionnaire indicated that 
they had enrolled in higher education somewhere, while 19% had not enrolled, 
A significantly higher proportion of the applicants under 19 years of age 
had enrolled than of older applicants. The proportion enrolled was higher for 
women than for men. Enrolled proportions were higher for single students than 
for married students. 

Some 5^ of those enrolled elsewhere had enrolled on another major UW 
campus, Eau Claire, Oshkosh, Madison, and Milwaukee campuses led in number 
enrolled who had been admitted to UW-Stevens Point, Another 10.2% had enrolled 
at various UW extension centers, while 9.6% enrolled in other Wisconsin colleges 
and universities that were non-public. About 6.6% had enrolled in Wisconsin 
technical institutes, and the final 15,7% had enrolled in out-of-state colleges 
and universities. Of the 59 Illinois applicants not enrolled at UM-SP, 31 
actually enrolled in.Illinois, 

Among respondents who had enrolled at other UW major campuses, only ZJ% 
had given Stevens Point as their first choice. Most of those who enrolled at 
UW extension centers and technical institutes had given Stevens Point as first 
choice when admitted. About one-third of the respondents who entered out-of-state 
schools and non-public state schools had given Stevens Point as their first choice. 
Thus a much higher percentage of no-shows who entered two year institutions had 
given Stevens Point as first choice. They entered institutions near home, 
apparently because of financial problems. 

The most frequently given reason for not attending Stevens Point was 
"attendance at a school nearer jay home became desirable," The second most 
frequent reason given was selection of an area of study not available at 
Stevens Point* Inadequate financial aids ranked third, and a campus visit which 
caused students to change plans was fourth. The responses were therefore 
related mostly to financial need and offerings that identified with purposes, 
however late those purposes were determined. 



For the 141 students who did not enroll anywhere in school, the pxlncipal 
reason was financial. The responses which idc. . ... . x^tlem include 

choosing to work Tefchpr than attend school, ara ^ parents or the 

enrolling institution to offer enougli financial assistance. Military service, 
health problems, inarriat:^ were mentioned less often. ' ^ cboic<5 of Stevens 
Point is related to the various reasons for not enrol - college, it is clear 
that the great majority of those who failed to enroll for financial reasons 
had given Stevens Point as first choice. 

Comments of entering students who dropped out in the first five weeks 
show a need for better counseling before college ohtrmnce and a need for students 
to be aware of campus counselors who can be approached in the first few weeks 
of school. 

Conclusions 

. The no-show percentage of freshmen admitted increased from 30^2% in I968 
to klfo in 1972. The chief reason for this ir^^rease was financial. Most of those 
who entered other four year institutions especially UW campuses, were not Stevens 
Point first choices e But many admitted students chose instead an institution 
nearer home than Stevens Point. Most often they attended two year institutions, 
and some nay later transfer to Stevens Point. For those who did not enroll 
anywhere, financial problems were uppermost. Earnings were scarce in the summer 
of 1972, and the problem is made more acute because of our university calender, 
since students cannot hold jobs during the last four weeks of summer. 

Apparently Stevens Point lost a few entering freshmen who visited the campus 
in its "tom-up'' condition under the extensive building program that is now 
going on. This is, of course, a temporary condition. 
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If economic conditions have improved for the sumnar of 1973, it seems likely 
. that the "no-show** percentage of admitted students will drop sharply from 
Meanwhile, much can be learned from careful perusal of the student comments 
presented in this report.
